Mr Bryan Starts On His Way to 
Lincoln.-Rousing Nebraska 
Welcome Awaiting Him. 

New York, Sept. 2.—Escorted by the 
Nebraska “Home Folks,” more than a 
hundred strong, William J. Bryan start- 
the home stretch of his progress 
round the world in a special train of 
five cars, which left Jersey City over 
the Lehigh Valley railroad at 6 30 
’clock this afternoon. There was no 
demonstration at the station, but many 
passengers in the waiting-room 
duced themselves to Mr. Bryan and 
shook hands with him. The special is 
expected to iea-h Detroit to-morrow 
morning, and after a day and night re¬ 
ception, will start at midnight for Chi¬ 
cago, where another reception will be 
held Tuesday. The train is scheduled 
to reach Lincoln, Neb., Wednesday, 
when a rousing reception is promised 
by Mayor Brown, who heads the dele¬ 
gation of Nebraskans. 

On the way over the river in the 
ferryboat Mr. Bryan smilingly said in 
an interview: 

“Speaking from a personal stand¬ 
point, the receptions accorded to me 
were very gratifying. Speaking from 
a political standpoint, I think that they 
showed a marked change in public sen¬ 
timent along the lines of economic 
questions, especially those questions 
relating to the trust issue. The one un¬

Legal Measure of Wheat. 


SPRINGFIELD, 


Fly Scram and Scraanings 


The following -law, passed by the 
last legislature, is now in effect, and 
wheat buyers, as well as those who 
have wheat to sell, should read it care- 
fullv and be governed by it. The law 
reads: “It shall be unlawful for any 
person, commission merchant, dealer, 
miller, grain inspector, corporation, 
company, firm or association, either by 
himself, .tself, officer, agent or em¬ 
ployee, when purchasing wheat or re¬ 
ceiving it in barter or exchange of flour, 
or otherwise, from the owner, his agent 
or employee, to use for the purpose of 
or determine the weight, grade, mill¬ 
ing, or market value of wheat, any 
measure other than the standard bushel 
measure furnished this State by the 
United States; and the use of any frac¬ 
tional part of said standard half-bushel 
measure for such purpose will be a vio¬ 
lation of this section. It will likewise 
be unlawful to use anything other than 
a straight stick with the edges square 
for leveling the wheat in said half 
bushel measure, for the purpose of 
testing the weight, grade, milling or 
value of wheat. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this section 
shall on conviction be flnad not less 
than ten dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars to which may be added 
imprisonment in the county jail not ex¬ 
ceeding six months. ’ ’

Punxsulawuey, Pa., Sept* 3.—In a 
hloody battle between foreigners and 
21 members of Troop D. state constab¬ 
ulary, in which fully 500 shots were 
fired, two troopers were killed and ond 
fatally wounded, while three others re¬ 
ceived bullet wounds. The murderers 
are now surrounded in a house at Flor¬ 
ence mine, seven tulles from here, and 
at daylight the attempt to capture 
them will be renewed. Further loss of 
life Is feared, for the besieged Italians 
are well supplied with arms and am- 


Chicago.—Charged with confining 
fcl* ten year-old son at the end of a 
mine-fool ball and chain In a sun- 
beaten courtyard in order that the boy 
jmight eventually prove an acceptable 
sacrifice to the sun god he worships. 
James Boesrup. of West Forty-seventh 
street was arrested by Capt. Clancy, 
of the Stock Yards station. 

According to the story told Capt. 
Clancy by the boy, every afternoon

at liberty within the stockade. To his 
waist has been fastened the middle 
Of a chain.' made of heavy cast iron, 
the ends of which are fastened to a 
ball weighing 55 or 60 pounds.

Mamie Ryan, a nextdoor neighbbr, 
told the officers that on one of the 
hottest days this summer her curios¬ 
ity prompted her to look through a 
| chink In the wall. 

| She saw the- little boy lying appar¬ 
ently overcome by the beat on the top 
of the outhouse. The ball and chain 
were attached to his waist, and for 
more than half an hour he lay without 
shifting his position. 

Then his father came from the 
house with a pail of water In his hand. 
He threw the contents over the pros¬ 
trate, boy and. without waiting to see 
whether he recovered or not, returned 
I to the house. 

The police have learned that, in 
addition to using the stockade for the 
purpose of inflicting punishment on 
his son, Boesrup each week Conducted 
services within Its walls. On Sunday 
mornings and at other times the fam¬ 
ily would be brought out. and Boesrup. 
mounting a soap box, would explain 
the tenets of his faith. 

During these dissertations his con¬ 
gregation consisted of his son. his 
daughter and his wife, all of whom 
were compelled to kneel on the ground 
while the service was in progress. 

Mra. Boesrup and the daughter, 
Helen, 17 years old. would not tell the 
police the nature of these services. 

The boy Is too young to understand 
the full import of the, incantations ut¬ 
tered by his father, but stated to Capt. 
Clancy that frequent reference was 
made to the sun. and that his father 
on many occasions talked with the 
greatest reverence of the power of 
the sun. 

•"We would all go out In the back 
yard on Sunday mornings." said the 
boy to Capt Clancey, "and father 
would get up on a soap box. The rest 
of us would kneel on the gravel. It 
was very hot. but not so bad as in the 
afternoons, when I would be in there 
alone. 

1 ‘ Father would talk a lot about the 

sun and how it gave us light and life 
and a lot of other things, but I couldn’t 
understand It all. He always looked 
I at the sun when he was praying.”
